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1. Claim 38 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which appUcant regards as the invention. 

In claim 38, lines 3-4 are unclear. It is believed that the hole in the capping 
member is always fitted around the shaft of the engagement member, not only 
when the egress is opened. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of apphcation for patent in 
the United States. 

2. Claim 36 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ichikawa 
et al. 

Ichikawa et al. teach a toner supply container 20 which is detachable from an 
image forming apparatus comprising a main body for accommodating toner, an 
opening 23 for providing an egress for the toner material contained in the container, 
a capping member 25 for seaUng the egress, and an engaging member 30 sLLdably 
movable relative to the capping member 25 for gripping the capping member so as 
to open and close the egress of the container. When the egress is opened, and 
engagement between the engaging member and the capping member is maintained. 
See Fig.s 4A-4C. 
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3. Claim 38 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Ofi&ce action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claim 39 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 37-39 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

The apphcant added new claims which necessitates the new reference being 
appUed. 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented 
in this Oface action.
